It is aaloniBhing bow 
Blow Bomo pcrflODR, poi^eesfeing a full 
overiige of pn'sciouco in regaid to most 
aaojects, bttve been to disBOver uud lo- 
cognize the fuct that Ibe ConlediruLion 
ol all British North Amerieu baa for
